The  next  game  broke  the  ice.  The  Devils  romped 
over  the  Christ  School  Greenies  at  their  homecoming 
game  with  a  24-0  score.  A  pass  from  Mitchell  to 
Thomas  in  the  end  zone  set  down  a  6-0  lead.  Wolfe 
scooped  up  a  blocked  pass  for  the  second  "T.  D.
